CONGREGATION IN PRAYER 
FUR PASTOR 10 REMAIN 


From Baptist Tabernacle Many 
Members of Church Went 
to Union Station to Wel- 
come Pastor Home—Situa- 
tion Not as Bad as Pictured, 
Says Member of Committee. 


Dr. Robert Stuart MacArthur, pastor 
of the Baptist Tabernacle, returned 
last night from Cordele, and the pros- 
pects for a settlement of all the con- 
wregational differences are now bright, 
according to Baptist leaders of At- 
lanta. 

A committee of local pastors of the 
Baptist church, and a large number 
of members of the Tabernacle were at 
the union station to welcome the pas- 
tor home. The committee declared 
that the affairs of the church were 
not as bad as pictured, and several were 
optimistic of an early truce. 

“I am sure that Dr. MacArthur can 
and will be prevailed upon to remain 
@s pastor of the church, declared one 
member of the committee. “I am sure 
that Dr. .wzacArthur will stay, -ince 
practically all the trouble reported in 
the newspapers grew out of a misun- 
standing between some of the mem- 
bers themselves, and between a few of 
them and the pastor.” 

Prayer Meeting at Tabernactie. 

A well-attended prayer meeting was 
held at the Tabernacle Wednesday 
evening. The meeting lasted until 
after 10 0 clock. Throughout the meet- 
ing there was a spirit of unanimity 
that was remarkable, and there was 
hothing to indicate that there was a 
Bplit or disruption in the great church. 
Men and women asked each other to 
pray for them, and everyone pr:sent 
Beemed in perfect accord with the 
others. : 

Prayer was fervently and very feel- 
ingly offered for the pastor; that he 
might remain with his flock. 

At the conclusion ,of the meeting a 
mumber of those who took part in the 
meeting went to the union station to 
meet Dr. MacArthur upon hig return 
from Cordele. . He was given an ova- 
tion as he stepped from the train He 
hurried to a taxi and, as he was about 
to enter, ne was asked if the rumor 
that he had decided not to resign was 
true. 

“I have nothing to say,” he replied, 
etill grasping the hand of a reporter. 

“Will you give me a message to your 
people?” he was asked. 

Had Nothing to Say. 

Dr. MacArthur stepped into the cab. 
He reiterated his first emphatic declar- 
ation that he had nothing to say. 

“Will you consent to a brief inter- 
view at the hotel?’ 

“I will not talk to newspapers now 
‘or any other time,” he replied, and 
drove rapidly away. 

Rumors among the crowd at the 
depot were to the effect that the com- 
mittee had decided upon a plan agree- 
@ble to all concerned in the church 
work, and that essurances had been 
Biven that Dr. MacArthur would not 
force his resignation upon the board of 
deacons. Members cf the committea 
would not discuss the affair. They de- 
clared that the reports of the so-caliea 
split was doing more towards widening 
the chasm than any other influence. 

Brief Conference Held. 

At the Georgian Terrace, where Ir. 
MacArthur has a suite, a brief confer- 
ence was held, but nothing was given 
out by those in attendance as to what 
steps would be taken to pacify both 
factions of the church. Nor would 
any one discuss the rumor that Dr. 
MacArthur would not force his resig- 
nation on the deacons cf the church. 

One member stated that the return of 
Dr. MacArthur would serve to straight- 
en the entire matter cut. ; 

There will be a conference Thursday 
morningesat which a number of Baptist 
clergym will attend. It was stated 
last night that a number of preachers 
of other churches than the Baptist 
would call on Dr. MacArthur with a 
view to having htm withhold hig res- 
ignation. t 

Dr. White Not in City,

ANOTHER JUDGE 
FACING TROUBLE 


Atlempt Will Be Made to 


Impeach Hanford 


Hanford Is U. S. Judge Who 
Cancelled Man’s Citizenship 
Papers Because Latter Said 
He Was Socialist—Taft and 
Cabinet Disapprove Hanford.

Washington, June 5.—(Special.)—- 
President Taft and hig cabinet have at 
last awakened to the fact that some- 
thing must be done in order to lift the 
federal judges above suspicion of being 
under the influence of big corporations. 
The growing unrest throughout the 
country on account of tre charges that 
federal judges are giving the «money 
baronethe best of it has penetrated 


the white house. 

Representative Victor Berger, of 
Wisconsin, the socialist member of 
congress, after visiting President Taft, 
announced today that he will introduce 
in the house «omorrow a resolution de- 
manding the impeachment of United 
States Judge C. H. Hanford, of the 
state of Washington. He will charge 
Judge Hanford with having disregara- 
ed the constitution and the laws of the 
land in canceling the naturalization 
papers of Leonard Oleson, & socialist. 
The president evinced great interest in 
this case, and said the department of 
justice would endeavor to have it re- 
opened. 

That President Taft and his ad- 
visers intend to keep an open mind 
with regard to the charges that are 
being made in many sections of the 
country these days against federal 
judges, and to have the derartment of 
justice give a full hearing whenever 
the situation seems to warrant it, seems 
to be indicated by the action of the 
administration of the Hanford case, 
and also the case of Judge Robert Ww. 
Archbald, of the commerce court, whose 
conduct was investigated by the attor- 
ney general before an inquigry was or- 
dered by the house. 

For Reform of Judiciary. 

Back of this attitude of President 
Taft is said to be.a desire to meet the 
popular demand in reap} quarters for 
a reform of the judiciary. due to a 
suspicion that federal Judges are not 
periorming their duties with an eye 
single to the good of the whole people. 
It is reported that Mr. Taft believes 
that the political attacks on the judi- 
clary, which have culminated in some 
instances in movements for the recall 
of judges, will cease if the govern- 


nation to keep the federal bench above 
suspicion. 

It is no secret that the evidence 
against Judge Archbald, gathered by 
Attorney General Wickersham and 
later sent under seal to the house ju- 
diciary committee, was of a very dam- 
aging character. é‘ 

Much, but not all, 
made public during .the progress of 
the committee’s investigation. Attor- 
ney General Wickersham reported to 
President Taft that the case was a sée- 
rious one, and the president so re- 
ported to congress. 

Now that all the evidence in the 
Archbald inquiry is.in, a wide differ- 
ence of opinion has manifested itself 
among the twenty-one members ofthe 
ommittee as to whether articles of 
mpeachment should be drawn up 
against Judge Archbald. Nearly every 
member of the committee believes:that 
Judge Archbald wes indiscreet, but 
many of them, including several demo- 
crats, do not think that the commit- 
tee hag uncovered evidence which could 
be used as the basis of specific charges 
that could be sustained if the case 
went to trial before the senate. 

Move to Impeach, Hanford. 

Encouraged by a letter from Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, recommend-. 
ing reopening of the case depriving 
Leonard Oleson, of Seattle, of citizen- 
ship, because he was a socialist, Rep- 
resentative Berger, of Wisconsin, to- 
day declared his intention of urging 
impeachment proceedings against 
United States District Judge Hanford, 
who decided the issue.

DEATH STRIKES 
SENATOR NIXON 


He Was the Multi-Millionaire 
Representative of Nevada— 
Death Follows Operation. 


Washington, June 5.—United States 
Senator George S. Nixon, of Nevada, 
died at 10 o'clock tonight. 

Senator Nixon had been at the Epis- 
copal Eye, Ear and Throat hoagpital 
since last Thursday, when an opera- 
tion for nasal catarrh was performed 
Spinal meningitis developed, and the 
senator's condition .soon became criti- 
For the past twenty-four hours 
his death nad been momentarily ex- 
pected. 

Barly today a Christian Science prac- 
titioner, William S. Campbell, wes 
called into the case. 

The senator’g wife and relatives in 
Nevada had been notified of his condi- 
tion, and they are now hurrying to 
Washington. 

Senator Nixon was one of the most 
conspicuous mining magnates in the 
west, and was intimately associated 
with the great operations at Gold- 
field. He was 52 years of age, and a 
native of California, going to Nevada 
early in life. He acquired large inter- 
ests at Reno, Goldfield and elsewhere, 
and began hig political career with 
service in the Nevada legislature. He 
was attackedsby magazine writers on 
account of the methods by which they 
claimed he acquired his fortune, for 
he was rated ag several times a 
millionaire, with a persone! following 
unequaled be any other man in bis 
state. 

In the United States senate Mr. Nixon 
was a quiet figure, rarely having any- 
thing to say in the floor proceedings, 
though always ready to give his sdvice 
in the private councils of -the repub- 
lican senators, among whom he ranked 
high. He was chairman of the com- 
mittee on reclamation of arid lands, 
which committee, however, seldom 
meets. 

Despite the running fire of attack 
aimed at his control of large interescs, 
Mr. Nixon was recently unanimously 
elected by a democratic legislatufe in 
ratification of hi schoice at a popular 
election on the so-called Oregon pri- 
mary plan. His term, a second one, 
would not have expired until 1917. 

Senator Nixon lived at Reno, but 
maintained in this city a magnificent 
estate in the northwest suburbs, where 
his grounds adjoin the large country 
home of his colleague, Senator New- 
lands. He was the successor of Sena- 
tor W. M. Stewart, whose wobbling 
political fortunes and strenuous finan- 
cial dogma made him a picturesque 
figure in the national capital a genera- 
tion ago.

AND GATTLESHIPS 
NURRYING 10 AID 


Conditions on Island So Bad 
That the United States 
Takes Drastic Action 


GOVERNMENT OF CUBA 
ADMITS IT 1S HELPLESS 


Horrible Atrocities. on White 
Women are Charged to Cu- 
ban Negroes—The United 
States Is Determined to Pro- 
tect American Lives and 
Property on the Island. 


Washington, June 6.—Frank confes- 
sion of President Gomez that he was 
unable to meet the demands of the 
large plantation owners in eastern 
Cuba for adequate guards against the 
marauders and insurrectos was the 
factor that today led Captain Kline, 
commanding the United States naval 
station at Guantanamo, to get in mo- 
tion the body of United States marines 
gathered there for just such a purpose. 

Captain Kline's action in dispatching 
nearly half of his available force of 
marines into the interior of Cuba gave 
the signal for the departure from Key 
West to Guantanamo of half of the 
second squadron of the Atlantic fleet, 
which had been lying at anchor at 
Key West for the last week. 

Urgent Need for Action, 

The facts as disclosed at the state 
department are that several of the large 
American, British, French and Spanish 
companies operating plantations and 
mineg in eastern Cuba telegraphed the 
Cuban goverment, through the alcade 
of Guantanamo, a demand for _ 109 
regular troops for each of their mills 
and 50 for each of their cane fields.

Chicago, June 6.—A plan to nieet at

velt’s fight to control the organization 
of the republican national convention. 
by making permanent the temporary 
organization with Senator Elihu Root 
as chairman, was partially agreed upon 
today by Taft leaders who are here for 
the opening session of the republican 
national committee tomorrow. 

Control of the national committee by 
Taft forces is said by them to be cer- 
tain. When the committee meets at 2 
o'clock tomorrow to organize for the 
hearing of contested delegate cases, 


the Roosevelt forces will not attempt 
either to seat R, B. Howell, of Nebras- 


ka, to succeed Acting Chairman Rose- 
water, or to select. a Roosevelt com- 
mitteeman as presiding officer for the 


contest hearings. 


Roosevelt Not Backing Howell. 
Fresh from conferences with Colonel 
Roosevelt, at Oyster’ Bay, Senator 
Dixon and National Committeeman 
Willlam T. Ward, of New York, made 
it clear that the Roosevelt managers 
behind the claim of Mr. 


wil] endeavor to present his own case, 
contending that his recent indorsement 
in the Nebraska primary entitled him 
to the place, but members of the com- 
mittee expect a speedy decision against 
him. 

The committee will select a successvr 
to Chairman John F. Hill, of Maine, 
who died last winter; adopt rules to 
govern the hearing of the contest 
cases; decide whether to give publicity 
to the hearings, and arrange the timie 
te be allotted for each case. There-are 
at present more than 238 delegate 
seats in the convention for which con- 
tests have been prepared by either 
Taft or Roosevelt.

TWO URGENT STATE REFORMS. 

The Atlanta Clearing House Association has suggested to the 
legislative committee charged with recommending revisions in the 
banking laws of Georgia that the state establish an entirely dis- 
tinct banking department, separating it from the treasury depart- 
ment to which it is now a very secondary adjunct. This reform 
and that of the modernization of the statutes regarding insurance 
of every class should have the close attention of the approaching 
Session of the ‘general assembly. 

Both features—banking and insurance—are in Georgia con- 
ducted under such lax and archaic provision that, in many instances, 
patrons may be absolutely at the mercy of fraudulent banks and 
insurance companies, so.far as bona fide supervision and protec- 
tion from the state is concerned. | 

The. insurance phase is particularly disreputable. In no direc- 
tion is the policy-holder afforded the state protection he has a right 
tc expect, while in some respects the state is placed in the position 
of being compelled to license, for a pitiful fee, enterprises the ex 
officio insurance commission may be privately convinced are of 
a fraudulent nature. Under such conditions outright encourage- 
ment is given to the operation of swindling “blue sky” concerns, to 
the loss of policy-holders and the derogation of the dignity of the 
state that permits its imprimatur to go upon their license. 

The statutes touching banking are slightly superior, but still 
in sad need of a thorough overhauling. In the majority of in- 
stances state banks operate under laws that take no cognizance of 
modern requirements and afford a minimum of recourse to depos- 
itors. In this respect the laws should be standardized to give de- 
positors at least the protection accorded those patronizing na- 
tional banks. ® 
* Both of these matters affect intimately the public as well as 


the private welfare. They have long enough been delayed in ad- 


justment. Every consideration demands that at the approaching 
session they take right-of-way.

_ FAIL IN BEAUTY 


Secrets of Photographers Re- 
vealed to Fair Sex by 
Expert. 


‘ 


Every pretty.girl who has been try- 
ing to get lovely photographs of her- 
self without success may now know 
the reason why. 

It was not that she failed in loveli- 
ness; but that the photographer failed 
in mental appreciation. according to 
Elias Goldensky, one of the famous 
pictorial artists of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Goldensky gave a lecture and a 
demonstration of a peculiar new illu- 
minating fixture for studios at the 
phrotographers’ convention Wednesday 
at the Auditorium-Armory. He not 
only succeeded in amusing his audi- 
ence, but he interested them as well by 
presenting some real ideas about tak- 
ing pictufes. 

Evolution in Photography. 

According to Mr. Goldensky, the 
present time is an evolution period in 
photography. “The people are increas- 
ing in esthetic appreciation,” said: Mr. 
Goldensky, “and they ,are demanding 
art pictures instead of maplike pre- 
cision of feature, and the successful 
artist will be he who develops along 
individual lines into representative pic- 
torial work.” 

Mr. Goldensky interested not only 
photographers, but outsiders who 
heard him. ee advanced new idets 
about the influence of the photogra- 
pher’s mental concept upon the aitter, 
and gave.an interesting exhibition of 
electrical’ appliances. 

The fixture which he demonstrated is 
his own conception, and is an entirely 
new thing in photographing by arti- 
ficial light. It consisted of many lights 
hung upon a brass frame so as to dis- 
tribute unfailingly the right degree of 
light and shadow upon the object to 
be photographed. It had two currents, 
one of which is of such high voltage 
as to give a remarkably strong white 
light, which Goldensky says will super- 
sede the disagreeable flashlight puwder 
arrangement.

PASTOR DEFENDS 
“ATLANTA WOMEN 


Rev. Ellenwood Makes Warm 
Reply to Evangelist 
Bob Jones. 


Rev. E. Dean Ellenwood, pastor of 
the First, UniVersalist church, has 
taken up the pen in defense of modern 
womanhood, and Atlanta women in 
particular, saying that he believes 
Evangelist “‘Bob” Jones, who spoke to 
“women only” at the Forsyth theater 
Sunday afternoon, was entirely too 
harsh in his remarks. 

Dr, Ellenwood says: 

“Permit me to register a _ protest 
against the pessimistic diatribe against 
humanity in general and women in par- 
ticular which was uttered by the Rev. 
‘Bob’ Jones at the Forsyth theater 
Sunday. Probably the average aidi- 
ence which “falls” for the clever ad- 
vertising scheme of a “women only” 
or “men only” preacher deserves but 
little sympathy for whatever type of 
profitless harangue it may receive at 
such a meeting. for I find that in this 
world we usually get what we are 
looking for; and, if we go to a meeting 
to be slandered and abused we should 
probably feel disappointed if the goods 
were not delivered. 

“But there are certain strictures and 
insinuations contained in the report 
of Mr. Jones’ addtess as given in Mon- 
day's Constituticn, which, as a _ self- 
respecting son of an average woman I 
resent and desire to refute. When I 
read that the speaker declared that 
‘men no longer respect women,’ and 
that ‘the nicest, sweetest, purest young 
girl in Atlanta would be liable to: in- 
sulting overtures were she to take a 
train to New York city or any other 
point.” I cannot help wondering where 
the man has been raised and what 
sort of folks he has been accustomed 
to associate with. I have lived in At- 
lanta for several years, and have met 
and mingied with probably as many of 
its men and women as this well-mean- 
ing, but misanthropic, evangelist has 
had an opportrnity to know during his 
stay of a few days in our community, 
and I am thankful to be able to testify 
that the average woman of Atlanta is 
not the sort of person so pessimistic- 
ally pictured in his address of Sunday 
afterncon; and I[ can further testify 
that howhere havé | found such genu- 
ine chivalry and wholesome, sponta- 
neous reverence for womanhood on the 
part of the men of a community as 
may be observed in Atlanta by any one 
who has ‘eyes to see and faith to 
comprehend. 

“The women o”. any given commu- 
nity who, by their vanity, vulgarity 
and frivolity, cause us shame and an- 
noyance, actually hold the same rela- 
tion to the rank and file of the woman- 
hood of the community that the spots 
on the sun hold to the luminary itself. 

“In helpful, hopeful contradistinction 
to the melancholy maneuvers of Mr. 
Jones’ seventeenth century mind ig the 
timely editorial in Monday's Consti- 
tution, entitled, ‘Atlanta’s Militant 
Women. We ‘rise.to assert’ that this 
editorial more truly depicts the work, 
the spirit and the morals of Atlanta's 
women than does the report of ‘Mr. 
Jones’ outburst of Sunday afternedo 

“Possibly it may be well to serio 
consider the question whether the 
Higious forces of a community act 
uge good business judgment in im 
ing men, who, without adequate kn 
edge of conditions of which they’ essay’ 
to speak, so often depress, disco 
and disgust their hearers by indulgence 
in wholesale insult and abuse based on 
a morbid contemplation of moral ab- 
normalities argd eccentricities. What 
the world needs and needs supremely 
is the constant inspiration to be de- 
rived from the utterances of men and 
women who live close to the heart of 
Him who, ‘despairing of no man,’ be- 
lieved in the moral capacities of aver- 
age humanity, even as He believed in 
God, and who spent more of His time 
- ‘forgiving than He did in denounc- 

ng.”

As He Tells Story of the Lost

Ismay Admits He Knew Pas-| 
sengers Were Left When He' 


Took to Lifeboat—His Us- 
ual Reply to Questions was 
“I Don’t Know.” 


London, June 5.—Several hundred 
women of the fashionable set leaned 
over the galleries in the armory where 
the Titanic inquiry is dragging out 
its weary length to hear the continua- 
tion today of J. Bruce Ismay'’s story of 
the wreck. They saw rather than 
heard, for the replies made by the 
president of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine were of the briefest naturé, 
consisting for the most part of the 
terse words: “I don’t Know,” or “that 
is outside my province.” 

Ismay’s Personal Conduct. 
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Just before Mr. Ismay left the stand 
there was a dramatic passage when 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, the attorney general, 
reverted to a point which perhaps has 
been the most discussed of any detail 
of the disaster—Mr, Ismay’s personal 
conduct. 

“When the last boat left the Titanic 
—the one in which you had a place— 
you must have known that passengers 
were left on board,” said the attorney 
general, 

‘IT did,” responded Mr. Ismay. 

“Where were these passengers when 
your boat left?’ 

“T can only assume that they had 
gone to the after part of the ship. /] 
really was not thinking about that.” 

Harold A, Sanderson, a director of 
the White Star line, made the remark- 
able statement on the stand that if the 
inquiry resulted in a decision to form- 
ulate regulations requiring all steam- 
ship companies to man their boats ef- 
fictently with able-bodied seamen, 
“those seamon do not eist in this 
country.” 

Mr. Sanderson added the further in- 
formation “that there were not suffi- 
clent men qualified for the purpose.” 

He said that it would be imprac- 
ticable for such a ship as the Titanic 
to carry boats tu accommodate all per- 
sons. He thought that even if normal, 
fine weather they would be unsea- 
worthy with sixty-five persons; forty 
would be as many as they could safely 
carry. In rough weather it would 
often be impossible to launth the boats 
at all. Commanders are never ordered 
to make the passage within a certain 
time, continued the witness; some- 
times they were told not tw land until 
a certain time. 

Atiantic Liners and Fog.

Mr. Sanderson, sharply: “Any Man 
who told you that ‘vas a very ignorant 
or a very vicious man. It is absolutely 
untrue,” 

Mr. Sanderson gaid the company was 
building life rafts—flat ones resting on 
tanks, with life lines, which might be 
stowed in nests. He thought that five 
seamen for each lifeboat would be guf- 
ficient. 

When the question of musters was 
raised Mr. Sanderson made another 
sensational statement. “We have ex- 
perienced great difficuity in carrying 
out musters,” he said, Ffirst because We 
have sO many passengers that many 
of the crew cannot be spared from 
their posts.” 

He went on to say that part of.the 
crew of the respective ships were so 
unwilling at times that they refused 
duty on the voyage. 

“I am speaking particularly of the 
firemen,” explained the witness. “The 
first instance occurred on a voyage of 
the Oceanic to New York, when the 
firemen refused muster duty. Captain 
Haddock logged the men for disobey- 
ing orders. There was such friction 
that the company modified its orders 
to permit muster at New York instead 
or during the voyage. There have been 
two other instances since.”

Offer- 
ings were very well absorbed on this 
decline through a moderate demand 
from trade sources or covering of 
Shorts, and, following reports of hot 
winds in Oklahoma, prices rallied to 
Within a point or two of yesterday's 
closing figures. 

The official weather forecasts, how- 
ever, were considered mwenerally favor- 
able, the day’s detailed weather re- 
ports, except for showing continued 
dry weather in the northwestern part 
ef the belt, were also taken by local 
traders as suggesting favorable crop 
progress and the market turned easier 
again during the afternoon. The low- 
est prices of the day were reached in 
the late trading when active months
